RESOLUTION, 


Tue Secretary of State for India has brought to the notive of the Government of India 
that it not infrequently happens that natives of India, students or others, who have proceeded 
to England, desire to obtain passports to enable them to travel to foreign countries in which 
the possession of a passport is necessary or desirable, and that difficulty often arises from want 
of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, and therefore entitled to a 

vassport. Appeals for assistance aro-also frequently addressed to His Lordship by destitute 
indians who desire to return to their country and by students who, owing to embarrassed 
circumstances, are unable to complete their course of education. 

In order to enable the Secretary of State to deal with such cases satisfactorily, the 
Governor-General in Council has decided that it is necessary to press upon Indian students 
and others visiting England the desirability of providing themselves, before their departure 
from India, with an authoritative certificate of identity, in the form appended to this 
Resolution, signed by the head of the district (in a Presidency Town, the Commissioner of 
Police) in the case of residents of British India and by the Political Officer in that of 
residents of Native States. For a student the certificate should be signed by the head of 
his last school or college and countersigned by the District Officer (in a Presidency Town, the 
Commissioner of Police) or Political Officer, as the case may be.

(1) When not carried in a receptacle forming part of a motor vehicle the petrol shall 
not be kept, used or transported except in iron or steel vessels so substantially 
constructed as not to be liable, save by gross negligence or extraordinary 
accident, to be broken or become defective or insecure, 

+ Every such vessel shall be so constructed and maintained that no leakage, whether 
. of liquid or vapour, can take place therefrom. 

(2) Every such vessel, when used for transporting or keeping petrol, shall have 

attached thereto a metallic or enamelled label in conspicuous characters stating 

the description.of the petrol with the addition of the words “highly inflam- 
mable” legibly and indelibly stamped or marked thereon, and with the 
addition of the name and address of the owner. 

(3) Every such vessel shall have an air-space equal to one-tenth of its capacity to 
allow for Rg NCP of the petrol. 

(4) No such vessel shall contain more than two gallons. 

(5) Before repairs are done to any such vessel, it shall, as far as practicable, be 
conan by the removal of all petrol and of all dangerous vapours derived from 

@ same. 

(6) The store-house or building in which the petrol is stored shall be well ventilated 
and constructed of uninflammable materials, 

(7) Where a store-house forms part of, or is attached to, another building, and the 
intervening floor or partition is of an unsubstantial or inflammable character, 
or has an opening therein, the wholeof such building shall be deemed to be 
the store-house, and no portion of such store-house shall be used as a dwelling 
or as a place where persons assemble. 

A store-house shall have a separate entrance from the open air distinct from that of 
any dwelling or building in which persons assemble. 

(8) The amount of petrol which mgy be kept by the owner of a motor vehicle, whether 
or not upon motor vehicles, shall not exceed 60 gallons at any one time.

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the Indian Petroleum Act, 1899, and 
with {the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
pleased to make the following additional rules to regulate the granting of licenses to possess 
dangerous petroleum (otherwise than in bulk) in or near the town of Calcutta, and to direct 
that they may be inserted after rule 4 of the rules published under Notification No, 24Marine, 
dated the 15th March 1904:— | 


1. Notwithstanding anything in rules 3 and 4 of the Rules for the possession and 
transport of petroleum published under Marine Department Notification No. 24Marine, dated 
the 15th March 1904, licenses for the possession of dangerous petroleum (otherwise than in 
bulk) shall not be granted unless the following special conditions are imposed, namely :— 


Within Municipal limits of a town. 


(2) The quantity of petroleum covered by a license shall not exceed 1,000 gallons ; 
(6) The petrcleum shall be kept in iron or steel drums or other receptacles which shall 
not contain more than two gallons, and shall have an air space equal to »,th 
. Of its capacity to allow for expansion : 
(c) There must be a clear open space of at least 30 feet round such building, 


Outside Municipal limits of a town. 


(d) The quantity of petroleum covered by a license shall not exceed 10,000 gallons. 
(e) The drums or other receptacles in which the petroleum is contained must fulfil the 
following conditions— 


(i) they must be of gas-tight iron or steel, of at least 4th of an inch in 
thickness, containing not more than 10 gallons and fitted with well- 
made filling holes and well-fitting screw plugs, or of gas-tight 
tinned sheet-iron, containing not more than 10 gallons, and fitted 
with screw caps with metal air-tight under-caps or fitted with well- 
fitting screw plugs, and, if of the latter description, they must be

(ii) an air space of at least 44;th its capacity must be left in each drum or 

other receptacle at the time of filling.

(g) should the quantity of petroleum be stored in vessels containing not more than 
two gallons each, the distances mentioned in the preceding rule may be 
reduced to 45 feet and 75 feet, respectively. 


GENERAL. 


2. The building in which the petroleum is to be stored must be constructed of masonry 
with a terraced, tiled or iron roof, and with a tiled, paved or earthen floor. 

3. Tho doorways and other openings of such building must be built up to such a height 
above the level of the road or street, or the floor of such building must be sunk to sucha 
depth below the level of the road or street, that the petroleum stored in it cannot flow out 
from the building in case of its escape from the receptacles in which it is contained; or the 
building itself must be surrounded with a masonry wall sufficiently high to contain all the 
petroleum stored in the building in case of its escape from the beidine: or a combination of 
these methods may be adopted. 

4. The drums or other receptacle in which the petroleum is contained must be so 
substantially constructed and secured as not to be liable, except under circumstances of gross 
negligence or extraordinary accident, to be broken or become defective, leaky or insecure in 
transit; and the nature of the contents, and also the words “highly inflammable” must be 
distinctly marked on each. ‘ ) 

5. No smoking, or light or fire of any description, shall be permitted at any time within 
or near my building licensed under this rule. ht | 

6. No drum or other receptacle containing dan gerous petroleum shall be opened, or 
the petroleum drawn off, within or near any building licensed under this rule, !
